CLAIMS RECOVERED.—Th

Considering the fact 
that these claims have been standing 
ever since the war,and all lawful 
means having been used to recover 
the same by other officers, we can- 
not but admire the zeal and ingenui- 
ty Treasurer Jenkins has displaye 
in recovering them.

PuBLIC DEBT BILL.—It will 
be gratifying to the people generally, 
and members of the late General As- 
sembly especially, to Know that some 
Northern creditors of the State gen- 
erally approve of the act to compute, 
compromise and settle the public 
debt.

INTERESTING DECISIONS ABOUT 
THE USE OF REVENUE STAMPS.— 
From the last edition of the Jnternal 
Revenue Record, we make the fol- 
lowing extracts from Commissioner 
Douglas’ decision concerning the use 
of Revenue Stamps. He says : 


‘“‘Tt is not believed to have been the 
meaning and Intent of Congress to 
require stamps promissory 
notes madein the usual commercial 
form and payable at a bank, when 
such notes are given in good faith 
and in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness. 

‘‘Undera strict interpretation of 
the law, they might perhaps be held 
liable as ‘vouchers.’ It is well 
known, however, that the leading 
purpose of the recent enactment, 
with regard tostamping bank checks 
vouchers, ete. (section 15, act of Feb- 
ruary 8th, 1875), was to ent off the 
frequent evasious of the stamp tax 
on checks, as for instance, by the use 
of receipt -,Jzhecks, payable nominally 
one day after date without grace, etc, 
etc.”’ 

“Unless the notes referred to are 
used simply as a substitute for checks 
as evasious of the stamp tax on

on their being stamped.” 
* * * * * 

‘tA receipt which performs the 
work of a bank check—w here a per- 
son who has money on deposit with 
a bank and draws outa porticn of it, 
but instead of drawing it out bya 
check, gives the bank his receipt 
therefor, which is taken by the bank 
and held asa voucher, is considered 
liable to the tax.’ 

“Ifa dividend, due a stockholder 
has been credited to his deposit ac- 
count upon the books ofa_.bank, it 
has become a deposit; and a receipt 
given for it, or tor any portion of it, 
would, in my opinion, be liable to 
stanip tax.

“Checks drawn on their own 
bank, by bank officers or clerks, for 
their salaries, should be stamped. 
‘Cashiers’ checks’ in general, issued 
or delivered to outside parties for 
payments, etc., lequire stam 


“Checks drawn bya bank upon 
itself, for the purpose of paying its 
own dividends, and the dividends, 
coupons, or interest of other corpor- 
ations, and issued, should be stam-

RAILROAD MATTERS.—Gov. Brog- 
den left the city Thursday evening 
for Greensboro, where he will be join- 
ed by Lt-Governor Armfield and 
Capt J. L. Robinson, Speaker of the 
late house of Representatives. These 
gentlemen constitute the commision, 
authorised by an act of the Assem- 
bly to purchase in the name of the 
State the decree of the Federal Court 
against the Western North Carolina 
Railroad. Itis confidently believed 
that when this isaccomplished as it 
will be, this road yet unfinished 
will be speedily completed to its 
termini, Paint Rock and Ducktown 
on the Western border of the 
State, thus forming a grand trunk 
line of railway from the Atlantic coast 
in the East, through the heart of the 
State to the Western border. The 
com pletion of this line is a “consu- 
mation devoutly wished for’ by the 
people of the whole State and we 
are glad to know that there is much 
confidence in the scheme now pro- 


posed and which is being carried 
out. 


Tne CATHOLIC MISSION.—Two 
eminent Redemptorists Fathers of 
the Catholic Church will soon com- 
mence a Mission at St John’s 
Church in this City. As stated yes- 
terday these Fathers have been con- 
ducting Missions at the two 
churches in Richmond, are now in 
Petersburg and will soon be here. 
The result of the Mission in Rich- 
mond is thus referred to by the Even- 
ing Journal of that city. | 

“Ateach place the terminal ser- 
vices will be signalized by the bles- 
sing and erection of the mission 
crosses which will hereafter remain 
within the churches to commemorate 
the event ofthe mission and be the 
objects of special devotions inaugu- 
rated in connection therewith. It 
is not for us to enlarge upon the 
pious results attending these mis- 
sions, but unquestionably they have 
produced happy effects within these 
congregations of Catholics.

IMPORTANT TO LIQUOR SELLERS. 
Josiah Jackson, colored, of Peters- 
burg, Va., was arrainged before the 
United States Court in {Virginia on 
the charge of selling liquor witheut 
license. The evidence showed that 
he had sold liquor as often as four 
times. Judge Hughes in charging 
the jury gave the following instruc- 
tions : That the selling of liquor, one, 
two, oreven a dozen times does not 
make in the eyes of the law a retail 
liquor dealer. but he must habitually 
engage in the business and must 


have in his place of business the nec- 
essary appurtenances for the trade.

These hundred families, 
too, would require a hundred houses, 
thousand of pounds of agricultural 
produce, and thousands of yards of 
cotton and woolen goods, thus giving 
health and impetus to every branch 
of industry.

that many who heartofore have sym- 
pathised with Va.,commercially,soci- 
ally and politicaly,are persuaded that 
Virginia asa commonweath has in- 
sulted and injured North Carolina. 
The lease and change of gauge was 
a business transactian of the R. & D. 
R. R., three-fifths of which is owned 
out of Va., andits two highest officers 
are native North Carolinians. Let us 
not originate and foster unjust and

Is it not altogether a gratuitous 
assumption that our state is ‘‘outrag- 
ed, trampled upon, made to knuckle’ 
&e. The State by her proxy confirms 
ed the lease which guaranteed the 
right to change the gauge, then re- 
ferred its action to its own tribunal, 
and after the decision, is an assent- 
ing, not an insulted party in the 
matter. The lessees, though for three 
years deprived of their rights, paying 
for what they did Lot enjoy and con- 
stantly harassed, did net utter an 
obnoxious remonstrance but awaited 
the decision of our courtsand acted 
in accordance therewith. Why then 
contort this inio outrage and insist 
upon acknowledging a humiliation? 

The North Carolina system was 
broken up when the Legislature of 
68-69 granted the many ciarters 
crossing our State when the State 
and stockholders confirmed the 
lease.

It wasa solid, unfeelin 
mass, against which all impulses fell 
impotent. But Horace Greeley, with 
one stroke of of his pen, as with a 
wand, shattered this miserable shell,
